“Under the auspices of the Women's 
Civic league and the Women's Labor 
league a mass meeting of women was 
held in the Industrial bureau to dis- 
cuss the bread situation, 

“One baking firm has already an- 
nounced to the women its willingness 
to provide 20-ounce bread, and a 
sample will be exhibited at the mass 
meeting. 

“The firma cannot wrap the.bread 


without permission of the food board, 

“Contaminated bread will not be 
accepted by houséholders if the opin- 
jon of the housewives is to carry any 
weight, according to further inter- 
views given this morning by & number 
of women. They expressed themselves 
as absolutely opposed to the wuh- 
economic and dangerous order in re- 
gard to unwrapped bread, which at 
resent is the only variety available in 
he city.” 

Here are the views of more Win- 
nipeg women regarding unwrapped 
bread: 

Mre. W. D. Inglis: “I think it te 
terrible to ask us to eat unwrapped 
bread! We do not mind eating war 
bread, no matter how unpalatable, but 
we must have it clean.” 

Mrs. C. BE, Dafoe: “If unwrapped 
loaves are to be the only available 
product in the market It is the duty 
of householders in Mabie ty J to bake 
their own bread. It would be just as 
practical to have meat sent unwrap- 
ped, or indeed any other food. Per- 
sonally I do not see any appreciable 
difference, We should throw out any 
safeguard that will protect our own 
people. This is the time to exercise 
évery care, and to relax on sanitary 
conditions by allowing unwrapped 
bread, would be most deplorable.” 

Mra C. BE, Trotter: ‘Some method 

ef gleanlines# tight be discovered, 
besides that of individual wrapping. 
If the baskets were carefully covered, 
and brought into the house for the 
housekeeper to pick from, the in- 
dividual handling of drivers would be 
scmewhat elfminated, I believe this 
method to be a practical one.”

I feel 
that there should be some cheaper 
method by which bread could be 
Buaranteed clean, but If wrapped 
bread is the only solution Jet us have

Mrs, William Mooney: 
eolutely firm for wrapped bread. I 
bake my own bread as a rule, but 
when I have occasion to buy a loaf at 
the grocer's it has come tmore than 
once wrapped in newspaper. If the 
Icaves wére wrapped the contact from 
the hand of the driver, the grocery 
clerks, and the parcel boys would be 
eliminated. The drivers are not to 
blame entirely, the system must be 
remedied at the factory.” 

Mrs. J. E, Botterell: ‘Decidedly the 
bread should be wrapped. There is 
neither cleanliness nor economy in 
any other method. Rather than court 
danger the careful housewife will pare 
down the crust, which #he considers 
necessary waste in this case,”

CITY HOSPITAL 
MAY BE BUILT

These facts will be collected for 
the joint meeting and similar data 
secured from other hospitals in the 
city so that when discussing the con- 
solidated hospital! proposition a more 
accurate conclusion may be arrived at 
in regard to how many beds will be 
needed to provide hospital accommo- 
dation for the ive units of Sturgeon, 
S.t Albert, Spruce Grove, Strathcona 
(beyond the city limits) and Clover 
Bar.

The abundant fall of snow, 
on the other hand, is a tremendous 
boon to the farmers, as, when it goes 
off in the spring, it will supply a great 
amount of much-needed moisture, as 
the soil wag quite dry when the freeze- 
up came at the end of last November, 

Peace River people are quietly and 
confidently awaiting the opening of 
the spring season. which will bring 
with it extended drilling activity on 
the Peace River oil field, During the 
past few months several groups of| 
lease-holders have got together and 
by pooling their interests have entered 
into arrangements with drilling con- 
cerns for the development of their 
holdings, Already, it is said, prepara- 
tions are being made by several com; 
panies operating drilling outfits to 
come !n shortly after spring opens. 
While nothing is being given out as 
to the operations which are being 
continued at the Peace River Oll com- 
pany's oil well, it is understood that 
the conditions are of the very best. 
There is not the slightest doubt in the 
world but that In the near future oil 
development in the Peace River dis- 
trict will have assumed a healthy and 
prosperous ewing. 

As previously stated by your cor- 
respondent, the work on the construc- 
tlon of the piers of the immense rail- 
Way bridge across the Veace river, 
here, is nearing its close. It is ex-| 
pected that by the 20th inst. all work 
wil) have been completed, The un-| 
dertaking will by then be awaiting the!

A year ago Russia was one of 
he first powers in the world. To- 
ay it is one of the most tragic 


-recks in history, and the enemy 
, salving from the ruins whatever 
ay be of use to him in strength- 
ing his power to hold the Rus- 
ian people in serfdom and to 
arry on his campaign for the de- 
ruction of liberty throughout 
Ihe world. Whatever may have 
een the motives of the Bolsheviki 
aders that is the result of their 
york, and it is with the result 
hat the world has to do. The ac- 
ount against Czarism was no 
oubt a heavy one, but under the 
zar Russia at least was # country, 
apable of protecting the lives 
nd property of its people from 
oreign invaders, and offering an 
pportunity for the evolution of 
system of government demo- 
ratic in its ideals and based upon 
rinciples of justice. The leaders 
nthe original revolution seem to 
ave had in mind the hope that 
hey could hasten this process of 
yolution by upsetting the estab- 
ished order of things, Unfortu- 
ately they in turn were over- 
hrown by the Bolsheviki, who 
ought to apply to the domestic 
Lffairs of Russia the principle that 
Jermany is secking to apply to 
he affairs of the world—the prin- 
tiple that ‘‘might is right:’?

Arthur Mee’s two books, ‘‘The 
Fiddlers’’ and ‘‘Defeat.’’ If the 
purpose in forbidding the circula- 
tion of these books was to prevent 
Canadians finding out what Mr. 
Mec has to say on the subject of 
whiskey and its war time results 
in England that purpose has not 
been largely gained. A quite re- 
markable number of Canadians 
give evidence of having a fair 
knowledge of the contents of these 
prohibited books, It may even be 
suspected that the threat of a 
$5,000 fine and five years in prison, 
accompanied by the prospective 
distinction, has rather increased 
than destroyed the desire to read 
the forbidden books and to know 
the truth on the subject of which 
they treat. The pretext that the 
contents are a reflection upon the 
behavior of Canadian soldiers in 
England deceives nobody, Aside 
from the question of what condi- 
tions surround Canadian soldiers 
in England the Canadian people 
have now another entirely sound 
reason for wanting to know the 
facts. We are being ¢alled upon 
in these days to eat anything and 
everything that will save grain, in 
order that this grain may be ship- 
ped to England. When that de- 
mand is made it surely is the right 
of the Canadian people to know 
whether the grain they are deny- 
ing themselves is being used for 
food or for the manufacture of 
whiskey. Canadians would rather 
go hungry than have their kins- 
men oversea in desperate circum- 
stances, but whether they are pre- 
pared to go hungry in order that 
their kinsmen may befuddle them- 
selves with whiskey is a proposi- 
tion of a different sort. The de- 
mand that the ban be taken off 
these books and the Canadian 
public thus allowed to know the 
facts regarding the ravages of 
booze in the Old Land is entirely 
legitimate. The responsibility for 
continuing to suppress that infor- 
mation cannot be side-stepped 
with a pretence that Canadian sol- 
diers in England might suffer in 
the opinion of their countrymen. 


What is the Idea? “ 


It does not seem to have been as 
yet disclosed just what is the pub- 
lic advantage in issuing city stock 
—so-called—instead of the usual 
form of securities, or what would 
be the gain in converting our out- 
standing debentures into this new 
form of bills payable. It is to be 


supposed that there must be a pur- | 


pose; and that it must be an im- 
portant one, in view of the fact 
that the council is asking power to 
convert our existing debentures 
into stock at rates of interest and 
conversion expenses determined by 
the council. This is the time when 
the public should be made ac- 
quainted with the object it is 
sought to gain. 


Altering the Conditions, 


It is proposed to amend the city 
charter so as to allow only one 
year during which property sold 
for arrears of taxes may be re- 
deemed by the owner. That pro- 
posal is a radical violation of the 
conditions under which a great 
deal of property in the city 
was bought. Hitherto a party 
whose property was sold for 
taxes has been allowed three 
years in which to recover by 
paying thé ‘taxes and costs. 
That was the understood condition 
upon which the great bulk of the 
property in the city came into pos- 
session of its present owners. To 
wipe out that condition in times 
like the present, and to allow only 
twelve months for redemption, 
would amount in practice to some- 
thing very much like confiscation. 


Why the Agents? 

Number 50 of ihe proposed 
amendments to the city charter 
provides for the appointment of 
fiscal agents in London or else- 
where to generally look after the 
financial interests of the city in 
their localities, including the issue 
of debentures and the substitution 
of city stock for outstanding se- 
curities, It is not likely that Ed- 
monton will be issuing any large 
amount of new securities for some 
time; certainly not such large 
amounts as would call for the ap- 
pointment of fiscal agents in the 
money centres of the world, The 
importance of the proposal at this 
time depends, therefore, rather on 
the amount of advantage there 
would be in converting our out- 
standing securities into stock. If 
it is intended to convert these se-

One can never 
tell what sort of a council the city 
may have next year or the year 
after, nor to what use a clause now 
designed in the interests of the 
city: may be put by a combination 
of aldermen with other ends to 
serve. It would be better to speci- 
fy that this particular clause re- 
lates only to the particular case 
that has to be dealt with. 


Power to Discriminate? 


No. 38 of the proposed amend- 
ments to the city charter empow- 
ers the council to ‘‘Enter into 
‘agreements for the payment of 
‘arrears of'taxes upon such terms 
‘‘as may be agreed upon and may 
‘direct the assessor not to return 
‘*to the treasurer or the treasurer 
“not to sell lands in regard to 
‘‘which any agreement is made 
‘until directed by the council.”’ 

This clause apparently puts into 
the hands of the council the power 
to differentiate between parties 
whose taxes are in arrear; making 
such bargains for payment as may 
be seen fit in each individual case. 
Obviously this is a very large 
power. It involves authorizing 
the council, if so disposed, to give 
easy terms to one delinquent, and 
to demand impossible terms from 
another; that is, to allow one man 
to keep his property though in ar- 
rears, while forcing another man 
to sacrifice his property for the 
same cause. This savors altogether 
to much of autocracy to be either 
popular or justifiable without 
some very strong reason being of- 
fered. If made part of the city 


open the door to favoritism, dis-

This thing of being a magnate is not all beer and skittles. Ask 
Joe McGinnity, who used to be the greatest ‘fron man” in the buel- 
ness. When at last the metallic wing of the great major leaguo twirl- 
er gave way, he got a job as manager of the Newark Internationals. 
‘That was in 1909. In@918 Joe had saved enough coin of the realm 
to enable him to realize his dream of becoming a magnate. He in- 
vested the savings of a lifetime in the Tacoma club of the Northwest- 
ern league, and prepared to settle down to spend his declining years 
in peace and luxury. It is said that he dropped his whole wad in 
that venture. 

McGinnity will be forty-five years old tomorrow. He was born 
in Illinois, and spent his youth in the mines.’ He pitched for three 
major leagué clubs, Baltimore, Brooklyn and New York. Early in 
his career he had the benefit of counsel of Ned Hanlon, and at a 
later period John McGraw put on the finishing touches and made 
him one of the greatest twirlers the game ever had. His ‘old Sal” 
was an famous and effective as Mathewson's ‘“fadeaway.” In 1904, 
with thé Giants, Joe pitched forty-three games and won thirty-five 
of them. In all he won 415 games in the majors, more than any 
other twirler in the history of the game except “Cy” Young. Me- 
Ginnity’s “old Sal’ was 4 rise ball delivered underhand, and, gosh, 
how the opposing batsmen loved it! Joe was a great institution and 
he deserved a. better fate than was his.

On March 18, 1885, just thirty-three years ago today, Jack 
Dempsey, the old-timer, knocked out Charlie Bixamos in the 
fifth round at New Orleans. As in many other notable instances, as 
when they backed Dempsey against Fitzsimmons, Hall against Fitz. 
and Sullivan against Corbett, the Crescent City fans were badly stung 
by the result of this battf?. Bixamos was so much of a local favorite 
that large sums were wagered on him, and the sports from the 
outside who went to New Orleans to back the ‘Nonpariel” reaped 
a rich harvest. Bixamos was of French descent, and was one of’ the 
first modern Gallic gladiators to gain fame in the ring. He was the 
recognized middleweight champion of the South. Charlie weighed 
143 pounds, while the Irishman was eleven pounds lighter at the 
time, but this advantage didn’t do Bixamos any good, Dempsey was 
the master from the very first and in the fiéth round landed the blow 
which brought gloom and lose to the New Orleans fans. The bout 
was staged at Sportman’'s park and was for, $1,000 a side, which was 
looked upon as quite a neat Little suin by the uneducated fighters of 
those days, who knew more about boxing than they did about high 
finance.

Fire at Penitentiary 

At 9:40 p.m. on’Saturday still an- 
other call came in-—this time from 
the Penitentiary, on Government ave- 
nue. When the brigade arrived they 
found a hot fire in progress in the 
carpenter's shop in the second story 
of the new wing, just east of the main 
prison, The inflammable contents of 
the shop, together with the small paint 
shop in connedétion, burned furiously 
and the best the brigade could do was 
to confine the blaze to the shop in 
which it originated. 

The wing is 268 feet Jong, and ‘the 
carpenter shop was near the middle 
The fire did not spread to the boiler 
room, at one end, or to the shoe shop 
and work rooms, On the other side. 
An exceptionally well-constructed 
floor of tongued and grooved stuff, 
with no air spaces, prevented the fire 
from working down into the machine

The Income War Tax Act 


Forms giving ‘particulars of income for the year 1917, 
must be filled in and filed on or before the 31st March, 1918 


Section 4 of the Act provides that all persons resident or ordinarily resident in Canada, shall pay a tax upon 
income exceeding $1500 in the case of those single and widows and widowers without dependent children, and upon
